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$2,000 IN BOYS, WORK 






Set Fine Record As Friends Of Boys 

9 m 






Over 200 young boys in New- 
market have participated in 
summer and winter sports be- 
cause of the efforts of a small 
group of men. Less than two 
years of activity in the Newmar- 
ket Optimist club shows that 
nearly $2,000 have been raised 
for boys* work. 

All of this money has been 
raised without the help of pub- 
lic subscription and most of it 
can be calculated by hours of 
work given by members of the 
club. 

It was less than two years ago, 
the last month in 1040, that the 
Newmarket Optimist club re- 
ceived its charter. Almost im- 
mediately the club embarked on 
a vigorous hoys* work program. 
With the motto "Friend of the 
"Boy", .the Optimists looked to an 
age group of \6 to 10 years; the 
purpose was not to attach any 
stigma to youth by bringing at- 
tention to the "underprivileged" 
idea but to help all young boys. 
(In December, fifiH>, the Opti- 
mists assumed responsibility of 
60 boys in Bantam hockey activi- 
ties. Since that time the small 
club with a membership of not 
more than 35 has supplied uni- 
forms and equipment and wholly 
financed the Bantams. This was 
the first major project of the 
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club and by the end of 1050, it 
had spent $750 for Bantam hock- 
ey. All ice time at the arena 
was paid for by the club. Ban- 
tams were divided into four 
teams and out of them an All 
Star team entered the Ontario 
Minor Hockey association and 
played into semi-final seasons. 
Buses were chartered for out-of- 
town trips and Optimists' sup- 
plied their own cars. Ice time 
for the Bantams alone amounted 
to $24 a week. 

A six-team "National" hockey 
league was also sponsored by the 
club so that as much activity 
and as large a participation in 
numbers as possible was brought 
about by the club. Newmarket 
merchants also donated uniforms 
for the league which took in 
nearly 100 boys. ;. 

To raise funds, the most impor- 
tant Optimist program took in 
the management of the refresh- 
ment booth at the Newmarket 
arena. With the exception of 
one employ ee, ( thc booth has been 
operated entirely by club mem- 
bers themselves and has earned 
sufficient funds to finance nil 
Bantam hockey to date. With 
the booth open every night of 
the week, a roster was drawn up 
for members to work on certain 
nights. Many man-hours could 



be totalled up which have been 
spent by Optimists who give 
their time for youth activity. 
With a small membership, it has 
meant that each has had to spend 
much time working at the booth 
and with some members busy 
with their own jobs at night or 
off through sickness, it has meant 
a part time job for some mem- 
bers of the club. 

The sponsorship of a midway 
carnival, donkey baseball and a 
theatre concert earned more 
money for boys' work. The club 
has set an important rule that 
all entertainment for the public 
should be worthwhile and that 
nothing should be sponsored by 
the club unless the public "gets 
its money's worth". . 

Newmarket has been proved to 
be large enough for the activities 
of two service clubs, the Lions 
and the Optimists, and their 
functions in the community have 
never overlapped. 

Optimists have not confined 
their work to hockey alone. Si- 
milar baseball leagues have been 
sponsored in the summer. It is 
estimated that over 200 young 
boys in Newmarket have been 
given a chance at sports partici- 
pation through the efforts of 
their friends, the Newmarket 
Optimists.

It seems to me that in the 
years to come these trees will 
serve as a standing vote of 
thanks from the many teams of 
Canadian plowmen who have 
been so hospitably received here. 
They will also remind the good 
people of Workington of the af- 
fectionate regard of Canadians 
for the mother country. 

Before leaving England for 
Scotland v/e toured the beauti- 
ful lake district and visited the 
home of William Wordsworth, 
the poet. Shades of school days. 

In Glasgow we stayed at the 
first hotel outside of London 
that had enough heat to satisfy 
us, although some had meter 
electric heaters which supply 
about two hours 1 heat for a shill- 
ing. But for one whose blood 
has thinned out a little these 
meter-healers are not only in- 
convenient but darn costly. 
Certainly the people over here 
are not used to heated buildings 
such as we have in Canada. 

At Burns' Birthplace 

We went down to Kilmarnock 
to visit the big implement fac- 
tory there. This was especially 
interesting for Herb Jarvis, the 
j champion horse plowman, be- 
cause he works in an implement 
plant in Toronto. After a tour 
of the plant we had lunch at 
the famous sea resort of Troon. 
From there we motored to Ayr 
and to nearby Alloway, the 
birthplace of Robert Burns. We 
inspected the thatched roof cot- 
tage where the Plov/man Poet 
had lived and the museum along- 
side. Then we saw the Brig-o*- 
doon, described by Burns in his 
poetry. 

The city of Ayr is a fair size 
and has many old but substantial 
buildings fronting on its narrow, 
crooked streets. In its shops I 
noticed that men's clothes are 
more reasonably priced than at 
home but other articles are 
about the same. 

It was an interesting motor 
trip from Ayr to Edinburgh and 
we passed through some fine 
farming country. It was rather 
spotty, however, w i t h many 
stretches of land fit only for 
grazing. I think this is because 
the rock formations here are 
close to the earth's surface and 
there arc many outcroppings. 

Seeing Edinburgh was like re- 
viewing Scottish and English 
history. We visited Holyrood- 
hausc. It was formerly an abbey 
and then became the palace of 
the kings and queens of Scot- 
land and was occupied for a time 
by the ill-fated Mary, Queen of 



Scots. Later we visited Edin- 
burgh Castle which is located on 
a^ high point overlooking the! 
city. It contains many historic! 

relics and we were quite taken j 

with the ancient and modern; 
arms and armour on display in 
the great hall. Some date back 
to the days of the Roman occu- 
pation in the first century of the j 
Christian era. 

In the castle we saw a dun- 
geon which was said to have 
been built by the Romans and 
whose existence remained un- 
known for centuries. It was dis- 
covered in 1812. It's certainly 
a grim place.

Bread And Rolls The Easy Way

There arc two trends in to- 
day's living. Some people must 
always have the latest model, 
whether it is a car, a dress or 
a kitchen gadget. Others cling 
to antiques, thinking that be- 
cause a thing is old it must be 
ijood. The same idea applies to 

food. Many families enjoy the 
same dishes made in the same 

way, year after year, while oth- 
ers want variety and are pleased 
when the cook tries a new recipe. 

The good homemaker keeps 
the best of the old, but intro- 
duces enough of the new to lend 
variety. 

Bread, the standby in a man's 
diet, used to be made in every 
home by laborious over-night 
methods and baked in out-door 
ovens built of field stone. This 
method still has a place as a 

tourist attraction but there are 
newer and better ways. 

Nothing can exceed the draw- 
ing pov/er of the aroma of fresh- 
ly baked bread in bringing the 

family to the table but often 

that pleasure is denied them be- 
cause the homemaker considers 
bread-making too difficult. 

WHITE BREAD 

1 cups liquid (water, milk or 

potato water) 

Z cups compressed yeast or 2 
envelopes (3 tbsp. fast-ris- 
ing dry yeast) 

% tbsp. sugar 

2 tbsp. salt 

12 cups sifted all-purpose OR 
Canada Approved flour (ap- 
prox.) 

3 tbsp. fat, melted 

Mixing: Scald liquid, cool to 
lukewarm. Use % cup of the 
lukewarm liquid to dissolve 
yeast; dissolve sugar and salt in 
remaining liquid, add yeast mix- 
ture. Add 3 cups of flour, beat 
well; add melted but not hot fat, 
blending thoroughly. Gradually 
stir in enough of the remainder 
of the flour to make a dough that 
does not cling to the bowl nnd 
can be easily handled. 

Kneading: Turn out on lightly- 
floured board. Knead about 10 
minutes or until smooth and 
elastic and small bubbles appear 
on, surface. 

First rising: Form dough Into 
a ball and place in a lightly- 
greased bowl, turning dough 
over once or twice in bowl to 
liuhlly grease the surface. This

Punching down: Punch dough, 
fold edges into centre and turn 
over with smooth side up.

Dividing: Turn dough onto 
board and divide into pieces that 
will half-fill baking pans. Al- 
low to stand a few minutes be- 
fore shaping. 

Shaping: Knead pieces slight- 
ly, shaping into loaves or rolls. 

Place in greased pans and lightly 
grease surface of dough". 
Rising in pans: Cover and set 

in warm place to rise until dough 

retains finger print or is double 
in bulk, about 1 hour. 
Raking; Bake in a moderately 

hot oven, 375 \ until the loaves 

or rolls shrink from the sides of 

the pan nnd Rive a hollow sound 

when tapped, about 1 hour for 
bread, 25 to 30 minutes for rolls.
